znaralca - personal 5.dentlflcatlon) . The students at the 
Quartermaster School wore Identification tags which were 
Issued to them In October 1950. Each tag was made of black 
sheet metal, .6inm thick, in the form of a circle about toixr .cm 
In diameter. Aside from a small hole for the carrying 
string, each tag bore the school initials (IVA ~ Intendancnl 
Vojenska Akademle) and a number which was assigned to each 
student. Prior to graduation the students tux^ned In their 
Identification tags and these were Issued to the new class 
of students. Instructors were not required to wear 
identification tags . 

16^ Another phase of training at the Zillna Quartermaster School 

was that school known as the DIS (Delnlcka Intendancnl Skola - 
Workers Quartermaster School) where students chosen by the 
Czech Communist party were trained to enter the Quartermaster 
as officers. Courses at the school were of six months 
duration: the course In 1951 was from 15 February until 
15 August. During 1951 the DIS had a student body of l6o.
